It’s extremely difficult to believe that the 
proposed surgery on the National League will 
improve the condition of the patient. 


Our record with the various NSL projects is not too good and 
there is little reason to hope that after 20 years of haphazard 
tinkering with the problem things will suddenly change. 

If the NSL in its present format is abandoned, the best would be 
to return to the various State Leagues. Carrying on with two 
zones, cross-over matches and then play-offs will merely post- 
pone the inevitable. 

But is the NSL really a hopeless case as it stands now? 

And if it is — shouldn’t the clubs take the blame? 

Everybody knows that it’s not the airfares that cripple the club 
finances — but the exorbitant payments to staff and players. _ 

While it may cost about $30,000 a year for a club to fly all over 
Australia for matches, it costs them five or six times that much 
in signing on fees, wages and bonuses. 

So if we eliminate the airfare costs what will happen to the rest 
of the burdens which the clubs have taken on voluntarily? 

It’s not the $30,000 travel cost that’s hurting the clubs but the 
$150,000 or so they splurge on their teams. And no subdivision of 
the NSL will change that.

I fear that — as so often in the past — the ASF will 
plunge into a new venture with in cient planning. 

The first time the National League idea was publicly mooted 
was in 1964 when the then ASF secretary, Jan MacAndrew com- 
piled a sizeable report and recommendations. 

The same year two Sydney officials rushed to Canberra and 
registered the League — as sole shareholders . . - 

One of them — a prominent elected official — also conducted 
“secret’’ negotiations in Melbourne. Later he was rebuked and 
replaced for his sins. 

Then, around 1974, the old idea was taken out of mothballs. 
Most of 1975 was spent on meetings and informal discussions 
about the project. 

Ultimately the decision was rushed through — in a vast hurry 
before the State Federations had a chance to withdraw their sanc- 
tion. 

The ASF was supposed to merely give its blessing to an inde- 
pendently run NSL. Later it changed its mind and decided to 
superimpose its authority completely. 

But neither the NSL — Philips League, as it soon became 
known — nor the ASF ever thought out the problems in minute 
details. The motto was: ‘‘Let’s start now and we'll make changes 
later...” 

And those changes have been happening ever since... 

We have never had a steady, permanent policy on — 

e Promotion and relegation; 

e Post-season play-offs; 

6 the NSL Cup. 

Consequently, to this day, decisions have been made on an ad 
hoc basis. a ae 


You’ve been hearing quite a lot lately that one of the 
bugbears of the NSL has been the lack of crowd support 
for visiting teams. 

In other words — an Olympic v Marconi match draws better 
(relying on the fans of both Sydney teams) than an Olympic v 
Brisbane Lions game. 

Why this should surprise anyone is a mystery. Surely the plan- 
ners of the NSL didn’t believe that thousands of Brisbane suppor- 
ters would be regularly flying all over. the country every second 
week to see their team?

RAY WILKINS: Despite many 
critics regarding him as too slow 
for international football, the 
London-born midfielder has made 
over 50 appearances for England.

FRANK STAPLETON: Yet an- 
other Eire international, he ap- 
peared in three successive FA 
Cup finals with Arsenal, before 
moving North following a $1,306,- 
009 transfer in August, 1981. Nine 
years earlier, United had turned 
him down after trialling at the 
club as a 15 year old schoolboy! 
One of the best all-round centre 
forwards in Europe, being strong 
in all departments. 

NORMAN WHITESIDE: The 
youngest player ever to appear In 
the World Cup finals, he has gone 
on to boost his reputation further 
with spectacular goals in the 
Football League Cup final and FA 
€up semi final. Nothing is certain 
in football, but it will be a major 
surprise if this sturdy Belfast boy 
does not go onto become one of 
Ireland's all time greats. 

RON ATKINSON (manager): 
Now has the chance to win a 
major honor at last, his manage- 
rial career to date having prom- 
ised much, but delivered little, 
Like opposite number, Mella, Is 
Liverpool-born. He served Aston 
Villa (without fat a league 
game) and Oxford United as a 
wing half, Upon hanging up boots,

zman had been appointed to 
take over complete control of 
the club’s soccer affairs. 

Fiszman is e well-known 
Personality in Sydney, having 
served as president of Hakosh 
more than a decade ago, ss

In Jowish communal and Aus- 
tralian Labor Party activities. 

““My job is to complete our 
team’s 1983 NSL season 
within the budge of $200,000 
allocated by the Hakoah 
Club,’ Fiszman said after his 

mt. 

“The soccer committes 
stated it couldn't do this, and 
the Board of Directors has 
now appointed me to ensure 
that the task Is carried out.”’ 

The shortfall is believed to 
be around $30,000, which 
would still have meant an es- 
timated saving of $170,000 in 
1982! 

Fiezmsn categorically stated 
that his brief waa “‘not to iquil- 
date soccer’. 

However, he also empha 
sised that the Hakozh Board 
had not changed the views It 
put forward when it tried to 
withdraw Sydney City from 
the NSL [ato last year, a move 
thwartod only by a ‘'revolt”’ of 
outraged club members. 

“1 cannot see any justifice- 
tion in spending huge amounts 
on soccer, with the present in- 
adequate administration at the 
top of the game in Austraiic,”” 
he said. 

"The ASF and its associated 
groups have done nothing for 

‘tho sport during the past 10 
years; in fact we have moved 
backwards, as proven by fall- 
Ing standards and attend- 
ances,” 

Fiszman emphasised that 
the occasional standout per- 
formance, auch s3 that of the 
Young Soccoroos, did not in 
any way represent the true 
stete of the sport in Australia! 

He also made a point of sta- 
ting that ho did not seek tha 
position of soccer chairman at 
Hakoah, “‘but someone had to 
do it”. 

“My main alm, apart from 
staying within the budget, is 
to make sure that wo ere not 
disgraced in the competition 
and that the team finishes in a 
respectable position on the 
ladder. 

“| am, as is well known 
within our club, a firm oppo- 
nent of ‘buying’ championship 
teams, An area where we have 
failed during the past decade 
is the development of our own 
Junior system,’ Fiszman sald. 

The former team manager, 
Harry Lakmoker, wes asked 
by Hakoah president Frank 
Lowy to continue in the posi- 
tion 


Lakmaker requested certain 
assurances, believed to have 
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been an undertaking not to sell 
any players for the rest of the 
1983 season and a continued 
guarantee of financial assist- 
ance from the Hakoah Club at 
this year’s leva! for st least 
two more seasons. 

According to Fiszman It was 
Impossible to provide such 
undertakings, resulting in Lak- 
maker's decision to resign. 

The new soccer chairman 
did state though that “‘! 
cannot see a situation anytime 
in the future, when Hakosh 
would not be Involved In the 
playing of soccer’. 

What level such in- 
volvement would be at has not 
been defined, but “there will 
not be any action without con- 
sultation within the Board of 
Directors and with members 
of Hakoah’’! 

During Fiazman’s previous 
term as president of Hakoeh 
the club went through one of 
its most successful periods in 
Australian soccer. 

He was also notabie for his 
interest In and support of the 
development of Haekoah’s

Buffalo Sports are prepared to pay $20,000 
for the rights to stage, under the auspices of 
the Victorian Soccer Federation, the biggest 
six-a-side indoor soccer tournament yet seen 
in Australia. 


The Buffalo deal pivots on the ability of the VSF to gain TV 
coverage of the four-night event planned to kick off on either the 
last Monday in August or the first Monday in September. 

The tournament will be staged at the recently completed $10.5 

million Victorian Indoor Sports Centre, part of the Olympic Park 
complex. 
- VSF publicity and promotions officer, Lew Stafrace, posted 
submissions on Monday to Channel 0/28, the ABC and the Seven 
and Nine networks. 0/28 already is keen to cover the tournament 
and the ABC also has shown interest. Stafrace sought ratification 
of his recommendations for the tournament from the full board of 
the VSF at last Monday night's meeting at Soccer House. 

Stafrace pr that the tournament be run on a knock-out 
basis involving 32 clubs — the four Melbourne-based NSL clubs, 
the 14 State League clubs and the 14 Metropolitan First Division 
clubs, 

His proposal called for eight matches to be played on the open- 
ing Monday night, followed by a further eight matches on the next 
Tuesday. That would leave 16 clubs left in the competition and 
they would fight for quarter-final berths on the Wednesday night, 
followed by finals night on the Thursday, involving four quarter- 
er ewe semi-finals, a play-off for third and fourth place, and 
the final. 

Stafrace recommends that up to the semi-final stage, every 
club receive $100 for each appearance. There would be no entry 
fee levied on the clubs. Losing semi-finalists would receive $500, 
the runner-up would win $1,500 and the winning club would re- 
ceive $2,500. The proposed play-off on finals night for third and 
fourth place would be used to give the semi-finalists a break 
before the final, especially so as not to disadvantage the winner of 
the second semi-final. A skills contest also would be staged before 
the fina] to give the winning semi-finalists a further breather. 

It would cost the VSF close to $1,000 a night to hire the Indoor 
Sports Centre — $700 hiring fee and close to $300 in cleaning 
charges. 

Stafrace plans to charge a $2 admission fee for adults and to 
allow children and pensioners free admission. 

“‘The Indoor Sports Centre has just been completed and believe 
me, it really is something out of this world. It is absolutely mag- 
nificent,”” Stafrace said. 

“There is seating for 7,000 with a view uninterrupted by pillars 
or rails. It’s superb. Part of the floor area also can be used for 
seating and if we decide to use it we can comfortably accom 
modate 10,600,”* 

TV coverage seems almost certain, which means that Buffalo’s 
agreement to underwrite the tournament to the tune of $20,600 
will be upheld. Buffalo then can sell advertising space around the 
centre as well as gain vital TV exposure for its vast range of

In Sydney, Saturday, No- 


In Adelaide, Wednesday, 
November 23; 

In Melbourne (final and 
third-place play-off), Satur- 
day, November 26. 

All games are to be played 
under lights, but no floodlit 
ground has been found that 
will be available in Sydney in 
November. 

The Channel 7 network will 
televise all games through 
ATN7 in Sydney BTQ7 in Bris- 
bane, HSV7 in Melbourne and 
ADS7 in Adelaide. 

Prizemoney will be 
$US75,000 for the winner, 
$US50,000 for the runner-up 
and $US25,000 for third place. 
Only Cameroon has been given 
a guarantee — $US25,000 — 
and the others will have to 
earn their prize-money. 

Asked what part he was 
playing in the NSL’s con- 
troversial plan for regionalisa- 
tion, Nally said: 

“Peter Sheean (ASF com- 
mercial director) and I are 
spending a lot of time talking 
to all involved, trying to under- 
stand their needs and to avoid 
confrontations on this issue. 
We are trying to arrive at a 
plan that everyone accepts.” 

He said he expected a firm 
commitment from a com- 
mercial TV network to cover 
the NSL if the right league 
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Mexico to contest the World 
Youth Championships. What a

If we wanted to rely on the local support of both competing 
teams, we should have stuck with the State Leagues. 

But of course, that wasn't appealing enough, either. The Au- 
burns, Bankstowns, Sutherlands, Manlys and others had to be dit- 
ched because they were impoverished little clubs without crowd 
support. 


The truth is: the Sydney clubs went into the National League 
not because they were keen to play the Heidelbergs or Canberras 
of this world but because they felt it beneath their ‘‘dignity’’ to 
mix with the local minnows and because they didn’t want to exist 
under the direction of the NSW Federation with whose leaders 
they have had bitter and long-standing feuds. 

So to escape all that they rushed into the NSL.

I’m not trying to be too clever with a 20/20 hindsight; I 
did predict today’s calamities. 

On March 26, 1976, I wrote in ‘Soccer World:”’ 

“T'm afraid that the National League, based on current prem- 
ises and plans, is doomed to end in a devastating fiasco. 

“By bringing together poorly run and substandard clubs not 
from one city but from three, under one umbrella, you will not 
solve the basic problems. 

“In fact, I fear that attendances will drop, rather than rise. 

“The most cardinal error of the NSL idea, the most expensive 
blunder of them all, is the suggestion to change ‘foreign’ names of 
the clubs. 

“What will that achieve? Will tens of thousands of locals flock 
to see ... Fairfield Friars against Brisbane Lions just because, 
somewhat primitively, we attempt to hide an Italian and a Dutch- 
based club under silly aliases?"'

The way I see it, NSL clubs — especially in Sydney and 
Melbourne — have only two options. 

They either cut their team expenses drastically and continue 
with the National League — or return quietly to the States. 

. The third option — subdivision etc. — doesn’t solve the prob- 
ems. 

_ It would be financially possible — and even desirable — to con- 
tinue with the NSL in its present format if some clubs didn’t go 
Cane and spend up to $200,000 or more ON THEIR PLAYERS 
alone. 

But if they do — they will still go broke, subdivided or not. 

Although not all the details of the proposed split-up are known, 
it’s safe to assume, for instance, that the Eastern (or northern) 
zone would include, apart from the five, six or seven Sydney 
teams, Wollongong, Canberra and Newcastle. 

Now, pray, do tell me — why is it supposed that Canberra or 
Newcastle will draw better crowds at Pratten Park or Marconi 
Oval than would Sutherland or Avala — teams which wouldn’t 
have to spend a dime on travel? 

The way I see it, every reasonable attempt should be made to 
keep the National League as it is — but on a much saner financial 
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Newcastle and Wol- 
longong are not partic- 
ularly impressed with the 
proposed format of the 
1984 National Soccer 
League. 

They are highly dis- 
satisfied with the prospect of 
losing out on much-needed 
gate money which could 
boost their ailing coffers. 

According to the proposed 
formula, which is being 
examined by the Australian 
Soccer Federation’s league 
committee, the two clubs 
will join eight Sydney clubs, 
Canberra and a team yet to 
be determined in a so-called 
northern section. 

But this plan, calling for a 
series of single matches 
against the other northern 
teams and the other com- 
petitors in the so-called 
southern section, has not 
gone down well with the two 
clubs. 

Newcastle director Pat 
Clarke said the introduction 
of several NSW State League 
teams in the senior 
championship was not a wise 
decision. 

“The State League sides 
will not raise the standard of 
the championship, but lower 
it,”” Clarke said. 

Wollongong secretary 
John Vlietstra is understood 
to be unimpressed with the 
swift way such a vital deci- 
sion concerning the code’s

Petitions demanding democratisation of the 
Hakoah Club are circulating in Sydney and a 
group of club members have taken legal advice 
as the struggle to save the National League 
champions from disbandment continues. 


The petition seeks to call and extraordinary general 
meeting of the club, with a view to reforming the arti- 
cles of association. 


Currently no less than nine of the 11 directors of the 
huge licenced operation are in a permanent posses- 
sion of their seats on the board, solely on the strength 
of having purchased $5,000 in debentures, some of 
them as long ago as 13 years. 


Amendments to the articles of association, 
circulated in the petition, would upon adoption force 
all directors to retire and seek election at the regular 
general meetings of the Hakoah Club 


In the legal moves, club nee are gearing up 
for the Apoaryir NS of seeking injunctions in the Su- 
preme Court of N.S.W. If the new soccer chairman 
Sam Fiszman attempts to sell off the outstanding

players of the club prior to any resolution of the dis- 


pute now splitting the Hakoah membership. 

I am reliably informed that NSL manager Steve 
Kamasz has been contacted by a member of the 
soccer supporters’ group, seeking his assistance in 
warning off other clubs thinking of plundering the 
Hakoah playing staff. 

One of Sydney’s most prominent law firms has pro- 
vided legal advice on gaining a temporary injunction 
if the board of directors attempts to start a sell-out of 
players, and the advice received has serious implica- 
tions not only for the Hakoah board, but also for any 
club seeking to grab players of the club. 

Although Fiszman denied that he took over as 
soccer chairman of the club simply to act as the 
teams’ liquidator (see page 3) the very next day he 
announced that ‘“‘any player wishing to leave won't be 


stopped from doing so”. 


The statement was issued although not a single 
member of the Hakoah squad expressed a desire to 
break his contract with the club.

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Further fuel was added to the fire consuming the 
famous club by the fact that several directors, who 
support Hakoah’s soccer activities, were allegedly not 
invited to the meeting which decided to depose the 
soccer committee and replace it with Fiszman. 


It is believed that the snubbed directors included 
former vice president and Socceroo manager Andrew 
Lederer and Tibor Glass. 


It is anticipated that a number of these directors 
will attend a meeting of Hakoah members tonight 
(Wednesday), which has the formation of an action 
committee and the launching of movs for the con- 
vening of the extraordinary general meeting on its 
agenda. 

Rumors are circulating that the board of directors 
is working on the elimination from the articles of as- 
sociation of all mentions about the Hakoah club’s ob- 
ligation towards soccer. 

This is in spite of the fact that liquor and poker ma- 
chine licenses were originally granted by the NSW 
government on the understanding that the club’s 
prime purpose was to foster soccer. 


Previous requirements on membership appli- 
cations, demanding the specification of applicants’ in- 
volvement with the sport, were unilaterally removed 
by the board some time ago. 


The action committee plans to call a general meet- 
ing of club members within the next few weeks. 


Under the extraordinarily restrictive provisions of 
the Hakoah club's governing regulations, almost 400 
signatures are required for the calling of an extra- 
ordinary general meeting. 


However, organisers are confident of easily reach- 
ing this target. 


More than 600 signatures were collected in just over 
a day for the petition which prevented Hakoah’s board 
if directors from implementing its decision, made 
without any consultation with the members, to aban- 
don its NSL obligation late last year. 


So Wednesday is D day for Hakoah. This may be the 
soccer bombshell of the year.

MIGHTY! 


St. George and the St. 
George-Sudapest Club are 
synonymous with Australian 
soccer. They have been since 
the early 7960s when they 
began their surge to the top 
and, in company with Hakosh, 
APIA and the now defunct 
Prague, formed one of the Big 
Four in Sydney soccer. 


The beginnings were humble: 
the club was formed as Budapest 
at the end of 1956 as the logical if 
not legal successor to the Hun- 
garian-based Europa Club (origi- 
nally Ferencvaros) that came into 
being in the Bathurst Migrant 
Holding Centre early 1950. 


Like most other migrant clubs, 
Budapest struggled and survived. 
Only the support of a few hundred 
enthusiasts and the occasional 
donations from. well-heeled 
members kept their heads above 
water plus the immense energy of 
asmall team of officials headed by 
Les Bordacs. 


Then, in the early 1960s, 
Bordacs managed to lure a new 
man into the fold — and the ciub’s 
pedestrian progress speeded up. 
For Alex Pongrass was no ordi- 
nary supporter. 


Blessed with a searching, rest- 
less mind of the most practical 
nature, Pongrass soon convinced 
the club that without a solid finan- 
cial basis. it was doomed to keep 
passing the hat around at matches 
and selling chook raffles until 
eternity. 


The idea of a social club was 
born — and Alex Pongrass bullied, 
cajoled, argued, hustled and hag- 
gled his club towards eventual 
ownership. In 1967 the club gained 
its licence, purchased a former 
Police-Citizens Boys’ Club, ex- 
tended and renovated it, and has 
gained that financial basis which 
Alex Pongrass had designated as 
its lifeblood.

That having been accomplished, 
Pongrass decided that no club 
could ever hope to prosper without 
a home ground. And the stadium 
project was born. Once again — as 
with the clubhouse — a million ar- 
guments were advanced about 
why this couldn't done. Just 
think of the monev, people sighed 


Alex Pongrass assigned the task 
to his trusted lieutenant Steve 
Koenig in 1974; work began in 1976 
— and by 1977 the St. George Sta- 
dium, with a capacity of 15,000, 
opened. Another of those ‘‘can’t- 
be-done” achievements of Pong- 
rass... 


In between, of course, the teams 
were playing, winning and losing 
— and gradually establishing the 
club as a major force in soccer. 
The first triumph was the Ampol 
Cup win in 1960, under the coach- 
ing of Laurie Hegyes; the first 
NSW championship in 1962, with 
Joe Viasits at the helm. 


All told, the Saints — first as 
Budapest, then as Budapest-South 
Sydney and finally as St. George 
BSC — wonthe NSW 
championship three times (1962, 
1972 and 1976), came second or 
third in 18 seasons between 1959 
and 1975, won the Grand Final five 
times, the Ampo! Cup four times 
and, as their latest triumph, the 
PSL Grand Final last year. 


Their ‘‘dream years” began 
when Frank Arok from Yugoslavia 
first arrived on the scene in 1969; 
he was to come back in 1972 and 
again, for the third time, at the 
end of 1980 after the Saints suffer- 
ed their first and only major set- 
back — relegation from the PSL. 
Within a year Arok took them back 
into the League, finishing second 
and topping it off with a Grand 
Final win 


Of all their great teams, most 
fans recall with nostalgia the 1971 
side, the one which toured Japan 
and Hong Kong undefeated. An in- 
credible 10 players of that team

“We're just an ordinary team, with no 
stars,’’ Frank Arok said often enough to be 
believed, at the start of the current campaign. 
And almost everybody believed him 


except perhaps rival coaches, who wouldn't: 


be lulled into complacency about the Saints. 


The fact is — the Saints are likely to be one of the serious 
title contenders again this year, as they were in 1982. 

If they have a structural weakness, it’s their lack of depth: St. 
George has only 13 players under contract, a very small figure 
when compared with some other clubs whose complement 
exceeds 20. 

But what they have is first class: a highly disciplined, well 
motivated and fit squad, tactically mature, technically well 
above average — attributes that could take them close to the very 
top. 

The Saints are lucky to have two top goalies in Terry Greedy 
and Mike Fraser. Greedy had to wait almost a whole year in 1982 
to get his chance — and now he resists all attempts to be dis- 
lodged by Fraser, himself often regarded as one of the best in 
Australia. 

The undisputed kingpin of the defence is David Ratcliffe at 
sweeper, a 1982 signing from Brisbane City and one of the most 
competitive and reliable defenders in Australia. Next to him at 
stopper is Mike O’Shea — the youngest of the trio of brothers — 
improved so enormously in one season that both are now in the 
Australian squad. 

David Skeen, at right fullback, is one of the crowd favorites: a 
short, stocky, y durable and hard-fighting little beaver 
who appears to have extra lungs te compensate for his short legs. 
On the other flank Robert O’Shea has developed into a forecful 
and overlapping fullback. 

The busy midfield is orchestrated by the team’s captain, Peter 
Stone — at 29 one of the team’s few veterans. Alongside him Jehn 
O’Shea — the eldest of the brothers — and Mark Barton form an 


efficient “‘ball-trap” where most of the opposition attacks break 


down. 


of the deadliest strikers in Australia. Although his work-rate is 
gradually slipping, his opportunism and shooting power still make 
him a feared opponent. 

Robbie Salter, usually on the right wing, is one of the fresh 

young Australian talents — and Arok predicts a huge future for 
this 19-year-old, signed for $100 from Auburn in 1982. 

The third member of the attack is either the tall Paul Wilkinson 
or the awkward but effective John Muskovits. Wilkinson has still 


not fulfilled all the hopes attached to his signing (with Ratcliffe eek Beth GUtlt calm 
from Brisbane City) and is perhaps the unluckiest striker withhis § 


shots in the whole NSL.
